No need for aKtonishmeut, it isuf.-ii't; and 
my experience from day to day, l>ag»d upon 
oliservatioiui in an extended practice, leads 
roe to tbe conclusion that there is only one 
drug — quinine — which can be relied on to 
pro^ioe uniform restdts. Quinine approaches 
a qwdflc more closely than any other remedy 
known to medical practice. All other drugs 
vary, and at times to an alarming extent, In. 
the reaults produced by their administration, 
but quinine is very nearly infallible In the 
treatment of that class of disease popularly 
termed malarial, and about one-half the mor- 
tality of the world may be traced to those 
diseases. In fact in all oases of blood poisoo 
log this drug is the favorite. In tbe valle) 
of the Loire, In France; along certain pciT' 
tlonsof tlte Thames river, in England; the

execute to wcure Ixnids which they might 
from time to time issue in sums not exceed- 
ing the amount of the United States bonds 
which should 1k' (wlvHMced to thcui. 

"The iiiuiiciisc a^Ivantages to the com- 
panies of this anien<latory act are apiiHii-nt, 
and in these days we may well wonder that 
even the anticipat^'d public inip< irtftnce of 
the construction of these roads induced what 
must now ap^ienr to be a reckless and un- 
guarded appropriation of the public funds 
and the public domain. 

"It is aliiioiit nttedleMS to st,'>t* that the coni- 
jianits have avaihxl themselvi* to the utmost 
eittiut of the permission given them to issue 
their bon<lK and to mortgage their property 
to secure the payment of the same, by an in- 
cumbrance ha viiij^ pi cfcri'iife of tlit< govern- 
ment's lieu and prei'isely equal to it in 
amount. 

After some rather ptointed comment on the 
manner in which the director have bar- 
gained so as to convey to their p<^K'ket8 all 
the acsots of the companies, the president 
oonmtends the condition of affairs to the at- 
tention of congrem, and oonotadaa hit mea- 
Mgeae follows: 

"U ia quite time that the trouble compUca- 
tiom aurrounding this entire subject which 
baa baen transmitted to us as a legacy from 
former days, should be adjusted and settled. 
No one, I think, ex[)ecta that these railroad 
companies will be able to pay tbair i»nm*w— 
indebtedneus to the govemmaot at Iti mi^ 
tarity- Any proceeding ar arrangement 
tl^ would remit now or at any other time 
to tmtting theae roods or any portion of them 
tt the possession and oontrcd of the govern- 
ment is, in my opinion, te be rajeotad— cer- 
tainly as long aa there is tha laaat Aanca for 
hidemniflaation through any other maana. 

"While the plan p r aae n ta d by a majority 
0t the oommiarion appeara to ba wall daviaed 
and givea at leaat partial promlaa ofthare- 
loltB aought, the fact will not aaoape atten- 
tioB that ita aucoeai dependa upon ita accept- 
ance by tha onmpanies, and their ability to 
iMrform Ma eondlttona aftar aooaptanoa. It 
kaaoaadlngly important that any adjost- 
nMBt now made ahoold ba tnal and effective. 
Thaaa oonaideratlonB auggaat the potwibility 
that the remedy propoaad In the majority 
raport might well be applied to a part only 
a( tbiaa aUlad railroad oompaniea.
